Death was the result of heart disease. 

Marcus Carlon Cook was a native of 
Gran by. N. Y He was horn March ay, 
1827 His father died when he was one 
year old, his mother returning then to 
Swanzey, N H . her former home. Elev- 
en years later they removed to Keene, 
X. H.. where the boy was educated in 
the public schools, and also attended Mt. 
Cesar Academy. 

In 1842 he came by stage to Boston, 
securing employment with Anson, Dexter 
& Co., hatters and furriers. As a boy, 
clerk and partner, he was connected with 
the firm until 1858, when he opened a 
new store on Washington street, under 
the name of Cook & Aidrich. 

This firm was in existence for 25 years 
and then Mr. Cook retired from active 
business. 

While living in Winchester and Chel- 
sea, he was active 111 polifcs. but upon 
his removal to Boston he decided not to 
engage in political affairs. However, he 
was soon in Harness. 

He would never accepi a nomination 
to the Council. He was elected to the 
the Legislature in 1S93. and was one of 
the most influential members of the ses- 
sion. His motion that the United States 
should secure the acquisition ot the Ha. 
waiian Islands I embod'ed in the form of 
a resolution ) was the first move toward 
that end in this country. 

Mr. Look was re-elected to the Legis- 
lature the next year, and then introduced 
his Greater Boston bill. 
.He had b-en a member of WilliiM 
Parkman Lodge of Masons and also of 
Boston Commandery. K. T.

Today the volume of money in circu- 
lation in tills country, and in other 
countries for that matter, is very uiucli 
larger per capita than at that tbue, 
and has resulted in the depreciation of 
the purchasing power of the dollar. 
Which accounts for the present high 
prices so general In every direction. 
Tariff Revis on Coming In 1908 
Republicans believe, however, taut 
there should lie a general revision of 
the tariff immediately following the 
presidential election in l!H)s, nnd mat 
wherever it shall appear that the tariff 
is being used by trusts, combinations 
organizations or individuals to exact 
tribute from the consumer the s< h.-U 
ules shall be reduced sufficiently to per- 
mit competition rrom foreign pro- 
ducers.

"That common expression for worth- 
lessness. "it lias uo more value than 
a last year's bird's nest.' " said a bird 
fancier. "Is often far rrom correct 
The majority or our birds do leave 
their nests arter raising a brood, but 
many do not and their nests are used 
through a succession of years. I have 
known some birds to use their nests 
ten years In succession, and so per- 
sistent are they that many times the 
female will return even after th* nest 
has been robbed and the mate killed. 
Among these users of perennial nesta 
are the wrens, some of the swallow 
family, bluebirds, great crested fly- 
catchers, some or tbe owls, eagles, 
chickadees and some woodpeckers. 

"They repair to the nest each year 
and otten build It over. A little wren 
baa made Its nest In a hole In a tree In 
my garden and has occupied It tor the 
last eight years. Each year It has piled 
on new stuff till the hole Is a-lmost fill- 
ed up. 8ome say that as soon Is It be- 
comes crowded the birds will clean It 
out. I know of a bluebird's nest that I 
has been occupied for several years. It j 
Is the same female year after year, for i 
she has two black wing feathers and 
Is lame. 

"Birds that build In exposed s.tna- , 
tlnns. like hangbirds. always build : 
anew each season, and s.>me others 
build anew ror pvery brood. Some nev- 
er build, They either lay In the nests 
or other birds or in the sand The 
eagie and the owl m.ike n framework 
of «tlcks and slight repairs are needed. 
Many birds' ne«ts that you find have 
never been used For li *t ■ ce, the 
marsh wren builds sever:.: •virh the 
Idea that in the case or disturbance 
the male wlil attract attention to the 
n*si» other than that In wble.h the fe 
male is brooding and so shield her from 
enemies."

Hew Boston and Providonee Battled In 
the League In 1884. 

Probably one of tile jrruudeJit scries 
of baseball irunifs played by National 
lengrtic clubs vvns that t^tween the 
Bostons and the Providence Grays In 
K«*4. The Bostons had won the cham- 
pionship of 1 883. and it was the am- 
bition of Providence cranks, who lived 
only forty miles a way from the Hub. 
t" wrest the laurels awny from the 
Bean Rarer*. Every came that wns 
plnyeil beiween the clubs wus at- 
tended by Immense crowds, and the 
exc itement was at white hear 
The first game of the seri.-s in 1SS4 
I was one of sixteen innlnifs and result- 
I «<1 In a tie. the score standing 1 to 1. 
The pitchers were Charter Radhourne 
and Jim Whitney, and 10:000 persons 
saw the battle The next day Provl 
denee won by a score ,,f •> to 1 In 
nine innings, and Charley Sweeney 
struck out nineteen Bosbm banmen 
Of the first eight game* Boston won 
five and Providence three When It 
came time to meet for the four tlnn! 
struititles the Providence team had 
won every series from the other leaune 
clubs and wanted to win rhe series 
from the Bostons too Radbourne ac- 
cordingly was assigned to pitch In all 
four irame* on four successive days 
He was in such magnificent form that 
in all of the games the Bostons were 
beaten and scored the sum total of one 
run. One of the games lasted eleven 
Innlnifs. It was played In Boston and 
was hually won by the Rhode Island- 
ers by a -i.-Mr.. "f 1 t" Arthur Ir- 
win, who was the shortstop f^r Provi- 
dence, drove a long fly P-ward the 
right field fence, ami the ball went 
Hi rough a hole between tlie boards It 
wns a four bagger ami decided the 
game. 

Radbourne's wonderful pitching in 
those days will never be forgotten by 
those who saw him perform. He went 
into the bos game after game and 
pitched for nineteen consecutive con- 
tests It was his remarkable twirling 
that was Instrumental in helping Prov. 
Idenee to win the pennant that year. 
Sweeney Jumped the club In the mid- 
dle of the Reason, and Bail went 
along single banded <»ne feat that 
was the talk of the baseball won 1 in 
lvs.3 was his pitching in an exhibition 
game at Trenton The h tale club 
would not allow Providence to play 
with the regulation league ball and in- 
sisted upon substituting another of 
lighter weight. Bad bourne, however, 
accepted the latter ball ami pro.-ee.led 
to strike out every man who came to 
the bat until one man had been re- 
tire.! in the sixth Inning Then a play- 
er fouled the ball, which had not be^n 
done Iwfore. Th-» pitching rl'stance 
then was forty-flve feet from the Lome 
plate.

Of all disasters that can befall a 
ship none Is more dreaded by the 
inariiier than a Hre at sea. Indeed, the 
annals of Lloyd s record few greater 
ocean 'rasedies and, be it said, no 
more conspicuous instances of gal- 
btntry and heroic effort than those con- 
nected \\l^h shins, ufirc^ 

No \%«,:Ioer" then", in view of the 
dreadful possil Li ties of un outbreak 
of tire 0:1 Ixiard. that a thorough knowl- 
edge of the proper steps to be taken 
lu extinguishing the flames at the out- 
«,-t .-r at .-.1st holding t:ie;u in check 
is e&pectuJ "t e. »ry ofnt-er from the 
CaptUin downward. 

M.^t v,.ss,-!s arc nowadays fitted 
with hydrants, several on each deck, 
and in the >.a ,- of large liners hose 
is kept i:, baud;, places, ready to be 
attached t ■ the bydrauts at a mo- 
ment's notice Moreover, every large 
passenger boi'.t curries a tiuiul)er of 
porta!'. e e\:i..^r.i-.|i,-rs Which van he 
strapped on a man's hack The spray 
from these is. ol course, thin, but verj 
effective i;i subduing small outbreaks 

where the Are has not secured too firm 
a hoid. 

Fire drill forms a weekly feature in 
the routine on .-very .Keuu liner. Ev- 
ery niemlwr of the crew literally, from 
captain to cabin boy, has his "fire 
station'" allotted to him. at which, 
when the siirnal is »riven, he takes his 
position and carries out the particular 
duty intrusted to him. 

When au actual outbreak occurs the 
Are alarm is If possible avoided, so as 
to prevent panic amonir the passengers. 
Word is passed quietly around, the pas- 
sengers being kept In ignorance as 
long as possible. In fact, more than 
one ure at sea has l>een extinguished 
without any suspicion on the part of 
the pussengers that the outbreak was 
other than an imaginary one engineer- 
ed by the officers to >rlve the passengers 
a chance of seeing what could l>e done 
In the event of the real thing occurring. 

in many cases, of course, the passen- 
gers have to be informed, but the news 
Is always broken as lightly as possible, 
and some special entertainment— a con- 
cert, a dance, theatricals, and so on— Is 
got up to allay any natural feeling of 
nervous anxiety. Of course If the fire 
shows signs of becoming unmanage- 
able the boats are got ready and swung 
out In case It appears necessary to 
abandon the ship. 

Every' Tx»at on large liners Is kept 
fully provisioned, food sufficient for 
several day* being contained In nlrand 
water tight tanks. 

The worst fires at sea are those 
which cannot easily lie cot at. These 
usually occur amid the cargo lu the 
lower holds and are often spontaneous 
In their orlcln. In toco cases it Is 
highly danzerous to open the hatches. 
The fire, which may hare been smol- 
dering for days, will naturally hurst 
Into a blase as soon as the air Is ad- 
mitted. 

The proper course l« T« exHole the 
air in every possible way : consentient ly 
even the ventilators are stopped up. 
If the holds are flwd with steam 
pipes, the stesni Is at once turned on; 
otherwise holes are rut In the deck. 
Just large enough to mln-it the nnzsles 
of the fire hose, and water is vigorous- 
ly punqied into the hold. 

In oue form of est'lngulsnlng ap- 
paratus. Instead of steam or water, 
sulphurous fumes are injected Into 
the bold, the fumes l»eing venerated 
In a machine specially fitted for that 
purpose. This Injection method Is 
highly effective and rarely Talis If the 
pipes are properly placed in each hold. 
The steam or fumes are Turned on 
from the upper deck. 

If a fire breaks out in the hold and 
assume^ such dimensions that steam 
Injection Is powerless to check It. the 
vessel Is. when possible, got Into shal- 
low water and.

we take Into consideration deprecia-

GROWTH OF THt TELEPHONE 



The building on Kllby street. Bos- 
ton, in which Alexander Graham Hell 
made his first experiment with the 
long distance telephone is being rebuilt. 
The experiment in question took place on 
the evening ot October, 9. i8;6. Katly 
that year Belt had perfected and patented 
bis invention lJuring the summer he 
pursued his experiments at h:<. lather's 
home in Hrantford, Canada, returning to 
Boston more enthusiastic than ever. 
There was no doubt that the new inven- 
tion could transmit speech but the ques- 
tion was to find out whether the transmis- 
sion would hold good over long distances. 
Up to this time the work of Professor 
Bell and his assistant had been confined 
to their laboratory in a l'.oston lodging 
house. 

Bell secured permission to use the 
telegraph line running lrom the office 
of the Walworth Manui'acturing Com- 
pany, in the heart of Boston, near Post- 
office Square, to the company's plant in 
Cambtutgeport, a distance 01 a little over 
two miles. Beil stationed himsell at the 
Boston end cl the line and his assistant, 
Thomas A. Watson, who later founded 
the big Fore Kiver shipyards, took his 
place at the other end, ana at a given 
lime each attached his telephone to the 
telegraph circuit. 

The experiment was almost a perfect 
success. Mr. Watson relates that on his 
way b.ick to Boston he could hardly re- 
strain from telling his fellow-passengers 
in the horse >r all about it, but the 
thought that they might ridicule his story- 
kept him silent. When he reached the 
laboratory Bell took him by the shoulders 
and whirled him around joyfully, saying: 
" Watson, this night's work will make me 
famous." 

And it did. After that there was no 
more fear of failure. The telephone was 
no longer a "toy." It was a promising 
utility. The first telephone organization 
to exploit the new field was formed a few i 
months later, and the development has j 
gone on steadily until today the com- ' 
panics lineaily descended from the 
original organization are about two score 
in number, covering the entire country, 
and the two miles telephoned over in the 
early days have increased to about 2,000 
miles, which is the distance over which 
transmission is possible. However, the 
bulk of the toll or longer distance mes- 
sages—the Bell line last year transmitted 
460,000 of these messages on the average 
every day— is within a 1,000 mile limit.

An Old Timer's Story of the 
Game That First Saw It. 



IT WAS USED BY AN AMATEUR 



According to This Old Professional j 
Player, Arthur dimming* Wss the 
Young Pitcher Who Wee the Origi- 
Miter of the In and Out Shoot*. 

Speaking about the early history of j 
bawboll the Other day, nu old time i 
professional player said there were 
many things not known generally, ' 

"There Is, for Instance, the mutter of 
curve pitching. Who pitched the llrst 
curved hall? No: don't name any of 
the men that won pennants nnd got 
Slo.iHio a year. The pioneer wasn't n 
professional, hut mi amateur— that is. 
lie was an amateur until his curves 
made hhu famous. 

"Ills name was Arthur Cummlngs. 
nnd he was a New York boy, a tall, i 
thin young fellow with hair as blond 
as a chorus girl's. How he came to 
discover curve pitching I don't know, 
but It was generally believed after- 
ward that he hit on it by accident. 
He tried It out for the llrst time in 
1H»1T In n game Ix'tween two scrub 
teams In Washington. 

"The famous Excelsior club of New- 
York was then visiting Washington as 
the guest of the old National club, and 
the two played a series of games on 
the old White lot. Toward the end of 
the series some one suggested that the 
young New Yorkers who hnil come 
over with the Excelsiors make up a ! 
scrub nine and play a ulne of Wash- 
ington boys as a sort of comic inter- 
lude. 

"The suggestion was adopted, and the 
New York nine consisted of four or I 
five Excelsior substitutes and a tinm- ' 
ber of other young fellows, among 1 
them Arthur Cummlngs. The Wash- 
Ington nine was made up In the main 
of players belonging to the Junior Na- 
tionals, the crack amateur team of 
Washington. 

''Cummlngs was a rising young pitch- 
er, but no one thought that there was 
anything remarkable about him, and 
the Junior Nationals prepared to knock 
him out of the box. But when the first 
batsman fanned out the Washingto- 
nlans began. to look surprised. 

" 'It's tiuftarndeat thing 1 ever saw.' 
aatd this batsman. '1 struck right out 
at all three balls, and every one of 
them^eemed to jump aside Just. as It 
got near the plate. One Jumped out- 
ward, another Inward, and the" third 
seemed .to rise. Maybe I'm beginning 
to see things.' > « 

"It puraled Jewell, the oatcher. too. 
not to speak of a I Mills, the umpire. 
Jewell caught all o(#the balls because 
it was then the custom for the catcher 
to stand far back and catch on the first 
bounce,. b# It made him dizzy. 

"The second batsman of the Junior 
Nationals went to the bat and wal- 



loped the air three times too. AI 
Mills came up close to the plate to see 
what was wrong It looked to him as 
If Cummlngs were wild. 

" 'Just ke*p your head there." he said 
to the third batsman, 'nnd you'll get 
your base on balls.' 

"This third batsman had a steady 
hand. and. sure enough, he got his base 
on balls Cummlngs pitched the ball, 
and It seemad to be coming straight 
for the plate, when suddenly, just as 
It was ten feet or so away. It curved 
out and missed the plate by a foot. 
Mills called a ball. 

"The next ball came straight on. hut 
the batsman, hoping to hit It and profit 
lng by his experience, swung his bat 
far out. But. Instead of curving out 
like the last one. It seemed to Jump. 
It crossed the plate on a level with 
the batsman's eyes. 

"That scared him, and he Just stood 
there without making a move until a 
succession of wild balls sent him to 
first base, The fourth batsman struck 
out so easily that It was pathetic 

"Well «lr. Cummlngs began to get 
more control over the ball after that 
flrsi Inning, and Mills had to admit 
that It was coming over the plate; but. 
escepi by accident, not n single Junior 
National batsman could touch It. It 
jumped: It sank: it wabbled from side 
to side, Mills rubbed his eyes and won- 
dered how the thing was done cum- 
mlngs merely smiled 

"In the fifth Inning one of the Na- 
tionals by dumb luck landed On the 
sphere and drove it Into the next coun- 
ty. There were two men on bases nt 
the time, and this home run brought 
them home. That gave the Nationals 
three runs. So far as l know, they 
made no other runs In the whole game. 

"After It was all over the whole 
town buzzed about Cummlngs' queer 
pitching. As for him. he was as silent 
as the grave. 

" "How do you make the ball curve?' 
asked a hundred* persons. 

" 'Does it curve?' Cummlngs would 
say. Inuocent-llke. 

"And then he would shut up and be- 
come a clam. 

"When he got back to New York he 
was signed by the champion Athletics 
and became their star pitcher. Other 
pitchers watched him and got on to 
the* trick, hut It was three .wars before 
anybody did It as well as he. During 
those three years his team kept the 
championship. 

"And that, so far as I know, Is the 
story of the origin of the curve ball."- 
Baltlmore Sun.

Detailed Report* From Other Cities 
S!>ow No Saving Over Private Opera- 
•••an — Report* of Success Regarded a* 
Misleading — Important lt*m» of Cost 
Omitted From Report*. 

Syracuse has set an example of civic 
. irion in dealing with municipal own- 
ership which other cities would do 
to emulate, instead of leaving the 
•• -*ri..a of establishing a city lighting 
nt to i* settled by public clamor 
the c.uncll authorized the mayor to 
ipp tot a commission of representative 
jtteeus t.) Investigate the subject 
This commission has Just made a 
manfmous report which covers elgit 
uonths' study of the case. During this 
erlod experts were examined, and in 
nvestlgntiofl was made of the resuits 
f municipal ownership lu twenty t\o 
cities, the members of the com mission 
personally visiting those cities whfeb 
claimed the best results- viz. Detroit 
Columbus, Allegheny, Holyoke, Taun- 
ton and South Norwalk. The report 
considers the establishment of a piait 
for both public and commercial licit- 
lng and for public lighting only. It 
has not yet been printed In full, bit 
the following extracts are taken fron 
the Syracuse Herald: 

"The Investment of taxpayers' mu>- 
ey sufficient for such an undertakUg 
would be justified only after we aje 
satisfied that the laws designed fer 
our protection are inadequate or in- 
effectual or that the public service 
commissioners are not to be relied 
upon to do their duty. 

"We find that the borrowing capacity 
of the dry will not at this time permit 
the construction of an electric light 
plant of sufficient capacity to furnish 
light, heat and power for both public 
and private use. 

"We advise against the municipal 
ownership of such plant at this time, 
even though the bonding capacity of 
the city were sufficient for that pur- 
pose. 

"We advise against the municipal 
ownership at this time of a plant for 
the manufacture nnd ^distribution Of 
gas for light, heat and power for botji 
public and private use. 

"It is the belief of your commission 
as the result of Its study of municipal 
plants which light the streets, parks 
and public buildings only that the city 
of Syracuse cannot hope at the present 
time to secure such service through i 
municipal plant at a true gross cost 
lower than the current contract rate, 
making proper allowance for all ele- 
ments of this cost on a rational busi- 
ness basis, 

"This would appear to be a peculiar- 
ly Inopportune time to Inaugurate a 
municipal lighting project owing to the 
very high rates of wages and prices of 
materials now prevailing and to the 
agencies which have reduced and tend 
to further reduce contract rates for 
lighting service. 

'•Those diles which established mu- 
nicipal lighting systems ten to fifteen 
years ago entered the field when plants 
could be constructed for very much 
less than similar equipment would now 
cost and w hen the rates maintained by 
private corporations for arc lighting 
wen. 50 per cent to 100 per cent high- 
er than those existing In Syracuse to- 
day. When those cities began to sup- 
ply themselves with light a large sav- 
ing over contract rates was easily ef- 
fected. Today they are not securing 
the service much If any cheaper thuu 
we are in Syracuse under our contract, 
anil It is a grave question whether 
these municipal plants can even equal 
contract rates of the near future. 

"Is It not. then, the part of wisdom 
to await developments, meantime en- 
joying the reasonable rates for street 
lighting now In force, and if it be- 
'. cotues advisable and desirable to build 
a municipal plant at some future time 
to reap the benefit of Improvements 
yet to tie Introduced and probably of 
lower cost of construction? 

"Believing this to l>e the case, yout 
commission unanimously recommends 
that the city of Syracuse do not at the 
present' time construct it municipal 
plaut for lighting its streets, parks and 
public buildings." 

In apiiendl- es to the report the com- 1 
sulsslou deals with the balance sheets 
of the cities having municipal plat.ts. 
The scrutiny bas not encouraged :he 
coaimlsslon to believe that municipal 
ownership has lieen the success tliut 
Its advocates have claimed. Joseph 
Boudy's figures are given In many 
cases and the figures of the report to 
show that the s.\ racusan. like many 
other mun'lclpal ownership advocates, 
bas been misled by surprising, book- 
keeplng. Depreciation Is geneniiy 
charged too low There is no sinking 
fund; there Is no provision for Interest 
or for lost taxes. In a number of 
ways the l^oks are made to show a 
profit "where there I* no pront.

THE COW'S HORN. 



Various Ways In Which It Is Made 
Useful by Man. 

Hive you any conception of how use- 
ful that horn is to us: Scientifically l 
1* known ms a combination of phos- 
phate of lime, gelatin and albumen, 
nnd, like nil nature's products, the in- 
gralients are in the right proportion 
to make the article useful to man as 
wejl as to the animal that bears it. 

The lime makes the horn hard, but 
there I" Just enough lime to make It 
bald without making it brittle, and 
there is Just enough gelatin to make 
the horn easy to cut and shape The 
ore of the bom is bone, and to get 
that out the horn Is soaked in water 
for several weeks. When the core Is 
taken otit It Is ground up and made 
into crucibles which are used for melt- 
ing gold and silver In. 

The outer end of the horn Is hard 
and solid, and that is used for making 
knife handles and other things. The 
hollow part of the horn is soaked for 
half on hour or so In boiling water, 
when it becomes soft and muy easily 
be split with a knife. 

It Is then spread out flat and put 
between Iron plates. There was a 
time when these horn plates were 
made very thin by hard pressure and 
used In windows and lanterns as we 
now use glass. They may be made 
quite translucent. 

When the horn Is heated It may be 
molded Into almost auy desired form. 
That Is the way knife handles, but 
tons and other articles are made.— Chi- 
cago News.

Your decision to employ a physical 
training teacher is thoroughly to be com- i 
mended. The so called " fads " drawing, 
music, sewing, s\o)d. physical training, 
etc., are o: tremendous and of increasing 
importance in a school system. I trust 
that as time goes on you may see your 
way clear to their extension. They can- 
not take the p'a'.e ol arithmetic, English, 
geography, history, reading and spelling, 
but they meet a felt educational need. 
, '1 he same statement is true of Kinder- 
: garters and i am hoping that you may 
I be able to authorize a kindergarten on 

the east side at a near date. 
I Physical training in the High School 
I has, as \ou know, been made elective and 
j is given two afternoons each week. 
Seventy-live girls are taking the work 
and it promises to be very beneficial. 
The detailed registration for tne month 
I will be given you on a separate sheet. It 
is 95 larger than tor the month 
of September 1906. This increase would, 
ordinarily, require 3 more teachers, but 
we will manage, 1 think, with only one. 
Another year you will need to provide at 
least two more. Several rooms now have 
more pupils than one teacher can proper- 
ly instruct. 

The fall meeting ot the Middlesex 
County Teachers" Association will be in 
Boston on Friday, October 25, 07. 1 
understand that your custom lias been to 
close the schools on that day in order to 
enable the teachers to attend and 1 trust 
that you may authorize similar action 
this year. The inspiration from educa- 
tional gatherings of this Kind is of great 
value to the teachers and to the schools. 

The medical inspection has begun and 
some suggestions thereto are submitted 
separately tot your approval.

I'reside-.t Theodore N Vail of 
the American Telephone and Te'egr..ph 
Company ror.nrmed the report. He ex- 
plained th.it the idea had been under 
consderaton fir a long time, but that 
heretofore one difficulty had been that 
the Western. Electric Company needed 
more plant, 'ts f ■_ 1 1 energies being requ red 
to supply the demands of the Hell 
comcames alone Thi* obs'a.Ie to dong 
a i£-r.eral buvn.-s- has been overTome b\ 
the recent completion of verv large ad- 
ditions to the Chicago factory of tr.e 
Western Electric Company, and hence it 
is now tr. a position to take care of out- 
side orders. 

In reply tn a luestibii as to the proh- , 
able effect of this anion on the revenues 
of the American Telephone and Tee 
graph Company, Mr \'a 1 said mat r.o 
considerable direct increase was antici 
pated but that a great indirect advantage 
was looked for from improved relations 
between the public and all of the associ- 
ated Bell companies, because thete b»s 
been an entirely erroneous idea more or 
less prevalent that the cha r ges of these 
companies for their services were baSid 
on a monopoly of telephone instt jmenis. 
while the fact is that the instrum nt is 
hut a small part of the pant required in 
giving telephone service. It is felt that 
this action may cause it to be more death- 
understood by tne public that the Be 1 
companies' only claim for patronage is 
based on their abi ity to furnish the b«st 
service at reasonable prices and not on 
any instrument monopoly 

Mr. Vail explained that at the present 
time many inefficient telephone instru- 
ments are in use on local anrl private 
lines and that the Hell companies desire 
to see these replaced by standard instal- 
ments in order that it may make trafk 
connections with the greatest possible 
number of properly equipped lines- 
assuring proper service and transmission. 
For example, there are thousands of so- 
called " farmer's lines " which will 
furnish valuable feeders for the toll lines 
of the lareer system when properly equip- 
ped and maintained. This situation can 
now be provided for through the sale out- 
right ol Hell instruments and apparatus. 

In answer to the question as to whether 
it was intended that the Western Electrfc 
Company shonld become an agnressivf 
competitor of the independent manufac- 
j turers who, up to this time, have had a 
monopoly of the selling trade, the only 
i reply was that the Hell interests were 
fully prepared, either from the manufac- 
turing or operating side of the business, to 
meet all the needs of the public, and that 
they wished to demonstrate that they 
claimed or asked no advantage other 
than their ability to meet those needs 
under square competitive conditions of 
quality and price. There would be no 
trade war but any manufacturers who 
have been getting high prices for inferior 
goods under the old monopoly of the 
selling trane would naturally suffer a loss 
of business.

XENIA'S LOSS $90,000. 

Depressing Experience of an Ohio City 
With Municipal Lighting. 

In response to an Inquiry in regard 
to the municipal electric light plant 
Mayor Brennan of Xeula. O., writes as 
follows : 

-The city paid upward of $21,000 
for a light plant and the cost of run- 
ning the same was ut the rate of $103 
per lamp. The plant was badly run. 
the operating of the same being in the 
bands of a committee of couucllmen 
who were inexperienced und. of course, 
drawing no salaries, did not give It the 
projier attention. All they got out of 
the sale of the works was $2,500. The 
city afterward entered Into a contract 
with a private corporation, aud the 
price now paid per lump Is $03." 

Another authority states that the 
amount ultimately Invested In the 
plant was $33,000 and that the loss 
when It was sold, together with the ex- 
cess cost of operation over what the 
lighting would have cost by contract, 
amounted to more than $90,000: In 
other words, that that sum represents 
the cost of the experiment.

The delicate task of "cutting in" the 
new telephone exchange last Saturday- 
night was accomplished without the least 
friction so that the telephone users Sun- 
day found no difficulty in getting the 
usual good service. Selectman Dwir.ell 
received the first telephone call at i 1.30 
o'clock at night, his son oeinj in the ex- 
change at the time of the -cut in." There 
are a few defects yet to be overcome 
caused by the new method of calling 
Central. The ring ng of all the bells on 
party lines when a subscriber calls up 
Central, will be remedied so that there 
will be no signal apparent to the other 
persons on the line. This will cut off 
" rubbering " to the ex'.ent of one half. 
When Central calls up a subscriber on a 
party line the bells will ring, as heretofore, 
so that there is yet an opportunity for any- 
one to listen if they care to. but it will b: 
known now on which line the curious per- 
son is. When this defect is remedied, 
then conversation over the telephone will 
be private. 

Winchester now has an up-to-date tele- 
phone service and is now on the same 
footing with ail the large metropolitan 
offices. There Is probably no town In 
the L'nited States of the same popula- 
tion as Winchester, that has so many 
subscribers to the telephone.

LIQUOR IN NORWAY. 

Laws by Which the Sale of Intoxicanta 
la Controlled. 

The Saining system In N'onrny gives 
power to municipalities to gram nil 
the retnll spirit licenses which It deems 
neoesKury to a company wblcb would 
bind Itself to carry oil the traffic In tlie 
Interests of the community, with a 
fixed annual return of not more thnn 
6 per cent on Its paid Up capital. In 
establishing the system the question 
of compensation does not appear to 
have presented mucb difficulty. When 
the Samlag was Introduced two kinds 
of licenses were In existence— first, 
those granted annually or for a term 
uot exceeding five years, and. second, 
privileged licenses, granted for the life 
of the licensee. In the case of the first 
no compensation whatever was paid to 
those dispossessed of their licenses 
In regard t» the latter compensation 
was granted In the form .>t" an annuity 
equal t<> the average yearly profits (■•r 
the three years preceding the suppres- 
sion of the license. 

With these provisions the alms nud 
principles of the Samlag are summa- 
rized as follows: The elimination of 
private profit and securing the motion- 
oly value for the public. Insuring high- 
est quality of liquors sold, the reduc- 
tion of the number of licenses, the 
easy enforcement of the law, the de- 
struction at the power of the spirit 
trade and the furtherance of all pro- 
gressive measures of reform. — New 
York Herald.

•• The traditional policy of the Common- 
wealth in regard to the development of 
the railroad system, so far as it has inter- 
fered at all with a natural growth through 
private euerprise, has been simple and 
based on obvious principles.

solidation. have ever been attentively and 
favorably listened to. provided only thev 
professed to have this end in view. It will 
not be denied that an absorbing desire to 
successfully compete in the field of 
Western export and import trade has, 
from the outset, been the leading feature I 
of the public railroad policy of Massachu- j 
setts." 

RESULTS OF THE POLICY. 
" This policy, it is now universally con- 
ceded, has not, up to this time, resulted 
in any marked success. It is, in the' 
present stage of the discussion, wholly 
immaterial whether the failure has been 
caused by the inactivity of the railroads, 
by lack of competition, by insufficiency of 
means, or by geographical disadvantages. 
The fact of failure is patent, and has for 
years been made the subject of loud and 
reiterated complaints against certain of 
our railroad corporations.

Cities Get Rid cf Thsir Lighting Plants 
■t a Loss to Save Themselvts From 
Qrester Loss. 

The mayor of English, Ind.. writes 
that the municipal electric Unlit plant 
was sold for i»-r cent <>f its cost 
"because of the financial loss to the 
city." As it had been operated only 
live years, this makes the depreciation 
13 per cent a year. 

The municipal light nnd wtiter plants 
•of England. Ark have been leased to 
(J. W. Morris for six years. The rea- 
son assigned for this action Is ••yross 
interna nag ciuent.*' 

Although the qualified voters of Val- 
ley City. X. D„ nt an election called f«»r 
the purpose, voted by a majority of 
nearly three to one to sell the ele. trle 
light plant, the city council by a vote 
of four tn three has decided not to sell, 
but Instead to spend §12.000 on new 
machinery*- Apparently the plant Is 
too valuable a political asset t>> be sur- 
rendered at the mere rail of the tax- 
payers, twice repeated. 

The president >>( the village of Mil- 
ford Center, <>.. writes that tin- mu- 
nicipal electric light ami water plants 
■were sold fur $5,335'. The latest re- 
port available gives the amount of 
bonds outstanding h? $12,000. 

Prior t<> Its lease ten months ugo the 
electric light plant of Linton, lucL. was 
badly run down ami was costing the 
city from to $500 a mouth owing 
to Incompetent management. It is al- 
ready on a paying basis, and the 8ne 
service furnished by it Is In marked 
contrast to what wns supplied when It 
was operated by the city. 

The municipal electric light plant of 
Gravesen.l. N. Y.. constructed nt a cost 
of approximately SWu.OuO, was never 
put Into operation ami was sold for 
$. .l.liwi after the annexation of Graves- 
eud to Brooklyn. 

The electric light plant bought by the 
city council of Carrol I ton, Ga., wal op- 
erated onlj a few months oil account 
of the protests of the citizens and was 
turned over t" the former owners. 

In the city of Dunk'itk, Ind.. 

purchased the clw< trie light plant, as- 
numim; the bonded ludehteduess of 
$23,500. As It was not pay-ins Its way 
the city effected a compromise with 
the bondholders, to whom tin- plant 
was turned over, the city making a 
cash payment of $2,300. The mayor 
writes that the sale was due to "politl 
cal changes i 11 control."

nt n est si.-.i ,«., By 1004 It had lie- 
come inadequate to tarry its load, so 
the generating plant w:«s shut down 
and has stood idle ever since, power 
being supplied by a private company. 

An electrical engineer who devoted 
some weeks to rehabilitating It writes 
that tin- mu'.i. Ipal electric light plant 
of Montpelier. in.!., was a complete 

failure and that It was turned over t<> 
the present owners for dollar on 
condition that they would assume the 
outstanding bonds ($38,000).

New York Abandons Its Experiment In 
Mimic pa Lighting. 

About two years ago tin city of 
New York installed at a cost of $122. ■ 
n combined garbage Incinerator 
and electric light plant, the current 
developed being used to light the Wil- 
liamsburg bridge. The intention was 
to effect a saving over the cost of 
lighting the bridge by contract, ami 

after the plant had I n In operation 

tlx iiio:,ths Commissioner Woodbtirj 
estimated that the saving amounted to 
about 4>i per cent. 

It was therefore somewhat of a sur- 
prise to those who were not aware of 
the real facts to learn that the lighting 
plant hml been shut down. The engi- 
neers In charge frankly admit that the 
plant has been run at a loss. and. al- 
though they are chary about giving 
figures, the best Information obtaina- 
ble Is to the effect that the loss amount- 
ed to about $25,000 a year as compared 
with the cost by contract. In other 
words. It cost the city with free fuel 
about twice as much to light the 
bridge as a private company chai gos. 
although the company has to buy Its 
fuel. 

It Is fortunate for New York that It 
made Its electric lighting experiment 
on a small scale, for If it had under- 
taken to do all Its public lighting and 
had sustniued a proportionate loss the 
effect on the tax rate (and Indirectly 
on rents would have been such as to 
make theM.O advocates move to some 
locality where their theory had not be 
come a condition. As It is the lesson

After the wave of prohibition sentiment 
had passed, the era of high license, ot the 
dispensary and other forms of regulation 
began. Today we have the knowledne 
gaii ed from this period of experimenta- 
tion. The failure of high license ts writte n 
large in history of almost every state in 
our nation. South Carolina has shown 
conclusively the stupendous failure of 
state regulation. 

Listen to the present record : Five 
states, Maine, Kansas, North Dakota, 
Georgia and Oklahoma under state prohi- 
bition." 

You will ask : What of the outlook 
in Massachusetts? and we must reluc- 
tantly admit that it is not so bright as in 
some other parts of the country. It is 
true that one half of the state is under 
prohibition through local option ; it is 
also true that, were it not for the city of 
BoKton, less than one-third of our people 
would be tolerating the licensed saloon." 

"It is significant that the press of the 
city of Boston did not even allude to the 
magnificent address of Judge Artmanns 
delivered in Faneuil Hall. What did it 
mean ? Reporters were present from all 
the leading papers. One at least, has 
stated that he sent in a full story with the 
understanding that it was to appear.

In a rei-put issue tlie Citizens' Bul- 
letin <>f Cincinnati g'.-.es a sertt-s of ex- 
tracts from the most reient u.M reuses 
of Secretary Taft. After taking up In 
some ilc-::l'. the erils th:it have result- 
ed fro:.) the rapM <!evelnpnient of cor- 
poratlons daring the past few real's 
Mr. Taft says; 

••Without defending, mitigating or In 
any way joaUfjlng the evils I havo 
descriU>.l. It certainly can l>e said that 
they were the outgrowth of the enor- 
mous expansion of lnisim-ss and of 
capita! Involved In the spreading busi- 
ness of the country anil tint, while 
they are to I* deplored and to 1* 
stamped out. It would l»e the utmost 
folly to initiate and <-arry through 
legislation which Instead of remedying 
the evil shall kill the enterprise and 
Investments which have gone «»ti apace 
to make this nation the presit center of 
Industry and production of the world. 
And the danger now Is that In the zeal 
for reform demagogues. Socialists and 
enemies of society may be given an 
opportunity to carry on legislation to > 
such an extreme a« permanently to 
hamper the business growth of thi 
country. 

"No injustice reacts so quickly as 
Injustice to capital, for capital can pro- 
tect Itself, can stand a loss and with- 
draw and leave the community from 
which It flees In a condition of help- 
lessness that It will take years to over- 
come. While this Is the danzer from 
the awakened public conscience on the 
subject of business Integrity, let us 
not fall to rejoice in the enormous ben-

To the little cup thus formed th* 
name of crater Is applied, and from 
thl« crater roar-fifths .f th I gut Is 
emitted. Thf negative ele< tr -I ■ does 
not become so hot as the other. Be- 
tween the two a little cloud of papor- 
teed <•:: rl -i >u is firmed, rising f:- th the 
crater, and this vapor give* forth a 
golden yellow light But it is .iter 
powcrd by the light of the crater it 
self, which has a vl ilet tinge due to the 
incandescence --f -<>ii.i particles of car- 
bon The are of light extended from 
one electrode to the other also bits an 
axis of violet color which la its most 
brilliant port The fact that most of 
the luminosity comes f r-'in the '-nr<>r 
explains the reason why t'.e light does 
not app ar equal hi all ,1 rections. It 
Is brightest from that point of view 
v*-h!--h shows the largest portion of fie 
crater. 

An Interesting effect Is often n diced 
when flies ,.r other Insects flutter about 
an arc light. Their shadows cost "ii a 
neighboring wall appear gigantic. Tue 
reason Is that the light of the crater 
W concentrated In a point smaller than 

the bodies of th.' ins s. and Mi.- bom d- 

arles of the shadows consequently 
widen with Inereas ■ of distance,— St.

Sub rosa moans literally "u-nler the 
rose." The phrase dates from 477 
B. i'.. when Pansanlas, the commander 
of the confederated fleet of Spartans 
mid Athenians, was eti gaged In an In- 
trlane with Xerxes to betray (Ireece 
to the Persian ruler and to obtain lu 
marriage tin- hand of tin- monarch's 
daughter. The negotiations were car- 
ried on under a roof which was cov- 
ered with roses and were matured lit- 
erally "under the rose." Pausanlas; 
however, was betrayed and to csi-ape 
nrn-st tied to the temple of Minerva 
Tin- sanctity of this place forbidding 
Intrusion for violence of any kind, the 
people walled up the edifice with 
stones and left the fugitive to die of 
starvation. Ills own mother laid the 
first stone. It afterward liecaiue a 
custom among the Athenians to wear 
a rose when they had confidential 
compliments to make, the flower Im- 
plying strict secrecy. It was also cus- 
tomary among the ancient t^ermniis 
on the occasions of festivity to sus- 
pend n rose above the table ns a token 
that whatever was said during the 
feast should lie kept se.-ret among 
themselves. In 1820 a rose was placed 
over confessionals In Roman Catholic 
churches.

He reverses 
the American rule. The height of the 
London season Is at the very time 
when New York and most American 
cities south of parallel 4;» are swelter- 
ing In the heat and deserted by every- 
Body who can afford to get away. 

There Is so much bad winter weather 
in London that a really fine day is a 
surprise. In the months between No- , 
tember and May the average resident 
of the British metropolis generally 
awakens to find that big town envel- 
oped In a dense mist that clings to the 
window panes, finds Its way into every 
crack and crevice, forms in drops of 
water upon the stone sills, only to drop 
to half open shutters below; searches 
for small openings at window tops and 
thereby gains admittance to the sleep- 
ing room, where the mist expands like 
the genii of the Arabian tales until It 
flls the apartment, first chokes the 
sleeper, then causes him to turn over, 
only to find that a new place on his 
pillow Is damp and causes him to say. 
as every Londoner does times without 
number. "Another bad day!" 

Such Is n typical awakening during 
the winter months In the most popu- 
lous city of the world! 

Wore I to tell you that pedestrians 
constantly collide with one another, 
that the cries of the cabmen warning 
other drivers and people afoot are In- 
cessant and that objects animate or 
Inanimate are often wholly Invisible 
one foot dlstnnt you'd be IncredulWis, 
and yet such Is the fact. Not every 
fog Is so dense as that, but they do 
occur In London.— Julius Chambers in 
Brooklyn Eagle.

Uok't Folly. 

The story of "Lick's Folly, or the 
Mahogany Mill," has to do with the 
romance of the life of James Lick, the 
donor of the Lick observatory. 

In early life young Lick fell In love 
with the daughter of a well to do 
miller f'-r whom be worked. When be 
made known his love, which was re- 
ciprocated by the girl, the miller was 
angry and Is said to have replied: 

•••nit. you beggar! Pare you think 
of my daughter, who will Inherit my : 
rbhes? Have you a mill like this? 
Hate you a single penny In your 
pur«e?" 

I fo this Lick replied that he had 
nothing as vet. but one day he would 
have a mill beside which this one 
Would he a pigsty. 

In 1W4 tbe quiet, parsimonious 
James Lick surprised everybody by 
building a magnificent flour mill near 
San Jose. The mill was finished with- 
in in soliu mahogany highly polished 
and was furnished With the !>est 
machinery possible. He made the 
grounds about the mill very attractive 
and began early to set out trees both 
f<.r fruit and ornament. 

Lick caused his elegant mill to he 
photographed without and within and 
sent the pictures to the miller who 
had scorned him in his youth. 

Nineteen years after Mr. Lick built 
his mill. Jan. \<\ 1S73. he surprised the 
people of San Jose again by giving It 
to the Paine Memorial society of Bos- 
ton. half the proceeds of sale to l>e 
used for a memorial hall and half to 
sustain a lecture* course.

Mr. Young in the course of his lecture 
covered many of the salient points of the 
teachings of Christian Science. Recog- 
nizing that the world has not generally 
entertained any scientific view of religion, 
the speaker dwell upon this point, answer- 
ing objections that have been raised in 
relation to it. He said : Religion and 
science both reter to absolute truth and 
are not inherently antagonistic; are not 
two but one. Jesus, the founder of the 
Christian religion, demonstrated this fact, 
for he taught and illustrated in his works 
an exact, unfailing knowledge of God, 
which is in its very essence scientific. 
His method, admittedly Christian, must 
be acknowledged as pure science by any 
one who cares to look the matter squarely 
in the face. Christian Science, therefore, 
is a name which, given to this method, 
designates it accurately and satisfactorily. 
Although science has not been generally 
associated with prayer, yet the way is 
always one ot prayer, whereby mans 
unity with God is declared and proven in 
the degree of one's understanding. 

In Christian Science, many seemingly 
contradictory Statements of the Bible are 
reconciled as the spiritual import of them 
is more clearly discerned. " Science 
and Health with Key to the Scriptures," 
by Mary Baker G. Kddy. is a commen-

The father, gun in | 
hand, went to the door, saw the ap- 
preaching figure and challenged It. 
The young man. being deaf, made no ' 
reply, but still advanced, whereupon j 
the father raised his gun and fired. ! 
His son fell, shot through the heart. 

It was a pitiful sight to see that al- i 
most crazed father carrying his life- 
less son Into the home which had been 
made ready to welcome him. The < 
next day the guests arrived. Instead 
of Joyously greeting the returned sol- . 
dler they gazed at the still form. ; 
wrapped In the flag for which the 
young man had bravely fought. Ev- 
ery private burial ground had In It a 
grave made by the war. but no funeral 
like that ever took place In the vicinity 
or possibly In the w hole south.

The Part Electricity It Said to Pliy 
In Their Formation. 

The formation of hall through elec- 
trical action, according to the theory of 
scientists attached to the weather bu- 
reau at Washington, Is an Interesting 
and even wonderful process. 

The wind draws out a cloud Into a 
lona. narrow strip. In that form, ow- 
ing to the great amount of surface ex- 
posed to the air, the cloud evaporates 
rapidly, and the rapid evaporation pro- 
duces Intense cold. Dry particles of 
snow are then formed, and these, by 
frh tion with the water drops, quickly 
become charged with negative elec- 
tricity But the water drops them- 
selves carry positive electricity, and. 
since negative attracts positive, a film 
of water is formed upon each snow 
particle and is Instantly frozen into a 
layer of h e. 

At this thickness lis outer surface re- 
mains moist, the water not freezing 
there so rapidly, whereupon the elec- 
trical charge changes from negative to 
positive, and the panicle Is repelled by 
the water drops and driven to the outer 
parts of the cloud. Here the Increased 
cold covers it with snow again, and 
friction charges It anew with negative 
electricity. Repulsion Is now once 
more changed for attraction, and the 
particles rush back Into the cloud, re- 
ceiving upon their surfaces another 
film of water, w hich Is turned Into sec- 
ond Ice layers. 

Thus the growing hailstone darts zig- 
zag through the clouds, piling up Its 
alternate layers of snow and Ice until 
gravitation gains control and sends it. 
with a Jingling crowd of Its fellows; 
spinning to the ground.— Minneapolis 
Journal.

Shecstone In his quaint essay on 
•Adventure." printed with long s"s In 
the year 1302. says, "ft Is a very 

j convenient piece of knowledge for 
a person upon a Journey to know 

: the compilations with which it is 
proper to address those be happens to 
meet by the way." The author found 
himself well or 111 used lu proportion 
as be happened or uot to suit bis salu- 
tations to people's Ideas of their own 
rank. 

"It may not be Imprudent," he says, 
"to accost a passenger with a title su- 
perior to what be may api>ear to claim. 
This will seldom fall to diffuse a won- 
derful alacrity In his countenance and 
be perhaps a meth<xl of securing you 
from any mistake of greater impor- 
tance. 1 was led into these observe- 
tiuus," be remarks, "by some solid 
tudes I lately underwent on account 
of my Ignorance in these peculiarities. 
Being somewhat more versed in l ooks 
than 1 can pretend to be in the orders 
of men, it was my fortune to under- 
take a Journey which I was to perform 
by means of Inquiries." After enumer- 
ating the mishaps that befell him on 
account of misplacing the titles 
"friend," "honest friend," "honest 
man," "dome," "madam." "sir," "sweet- 
heart," etc., he says naively that he 
was within a foot of rushiug down * 
precipice by calling another ••for- 
sooth." 

"When you reflect upon this subject." 
he continues, addressing the public of 
his day as a sympathetic friend, "learn 
to be wise from others' barm and do 
not forget to observe decorum on ev- 
ery occasion. In the meantime you 
may If you please consider the vast 
Importance of superior titles wheu 
there Is no one so Inconsiderable but 
there is also a mlud It can influence." 

The Princess Elizabeth in an un- 
dated letter from "Hatfllde" sends by 
request her picture to gueen Mary and 
concludes the carefully worded epistle 
with: "And thus I will (trobllug your 
malestle I ferei end with my most 
humble thnnkes, besechlng God long 
to preserve you to his honor, to your 
cousort. to the rea line's profit and to my 
Joy. Your Malesile's most bumble sit- 
ter aud serunnte." 

St. Fois tells us. says the elder Dis- 
raeli, that kings were usually address- 
ed by the titles of most Illustrious, 
your serenity or your grace. The ap- 
pellation of your majesty was estab 
llsbed by that Tiberius of Prance, 
Louis XVI., whose manners were of 
the most sordid nature. So distinct 
were once the titles of highness and 
excellence that when Don Juan, broth- 
er of Philip It., was permitted to take 
up the latter and the city of Granada 
saluted him as your highness it occa- 
sioned such serious Jealousies at court 
that bad be |>erslsred in it he would 
have been condemned for treason. 

Until the re'lgu of Constantino the 
prefix Illustrious belonged only to 
those who had made u splendid reputa- 
tion in arms or In letters. 

In Spain the affectation, of titles 
grew to such a degree that Philip III. j 
published an act which forbade servile j 
and ridiculous attributes, reducing ; 
them to the simple "the king our lord." 
Ferdinand aud Isabella were high- 
nesses only. Francis L, who styled 
himself the first geutleninn In his king 
dom. saluted Henry VIII. as your mnj 
esty. 

Ancient Portuguese writers give fin 
tastlc accounts of the kingdom of Mo- 1 
nomotapa, "a native African kingdom 
famous for Its gold mines, lying In 
the lower Zninliezl basiu and chiefly 
In the present Masbonaland. The king 
of tills region is surrounded by mn- 
alclans and poets, who thrive In his 
atmosphere and who adulate him by 
such reliued flatteries ns the lord of 
the sun aud moon, great magician aud 
great thief. 

"The king of Persia Is called 'branch 
of honor, mirror of virtue, rose of de- 
light.' Ills majesty of Ava Is called 
God and iu bis correspondence with 
royalty styles himself king nf klu-.-s 
and Insists upon being obeyed, as he 
attends to the preservation of animals 
—an ambiguous conclusion, to which 
foreign royalty mlubt reasonably ob- 
ject. Hi 1 is also regulator of the sea- 
sons, the ab«olute master of the ebb 
and flow of the sea. brother to the 
sun and king of the four and twenty 
umbrellas. To mark bis dignity the 
four and twenty useful and often ple- 
beian articles are always carried lie- 
fore the a it trust monarch. 

'•The most striking titles of the blag 
of Acheni are 'sovereign of the uni- 
verse, whose body Is as luminous as 
the sun. whom God created to be as 
accomplished as the moon at her plen- 
itude, whose eye glitters like the north 
era star: a king as spiritual as a bull 
Is round, who when be rises shade* all 
his people ' " 

Iu the age of Autrustulns "your eter 
Sity" and "your perpetuity" were not 
unusual titles. A law of Theodore the 
Great begins. -'If any magistrate, after 
having concluded a public work, put 
bis name re liter than that of "our per- 
petuity.' let him be adjudged guilty of 
high treason." When Caesar had con 
quered Rome and was put to dine with 
the gods he had the good taste to In- 
sist on the removal of bis new title, 
"demigod." from bis statue at th* 
capital

Out Political Problems Without 
Aeendor.iao. American Methods. 

The susimary of their views as 
members .,{ the Civic federation com- 
mission by Messrs Clark and Edgar Is 
one of the most striking features of 
the report of that commission. Repre- 
sentatives as they are of two of oar 
largest public service corporations, uo 
one can read their statement without 
feeling that in this case they stand aa 
representatives of American principles 
rather than of corporate interests. 

Their words are a confession of faith 
—faith In American Ideals of business, 
in American principles of government 
and In the ability of American man- 
hood to solve economic problems with- 
out sacrificing these ideals and institu- 
tions upon the altar of socialism. 

Frankly admitting, as they do, the 
existing abuses of corporate privilege 
and welcoming Intelligent regulation 
of snch Industries, they do not accept 
the dictum of the municipal Socialists 
that a cure is to be found best or only 
In laying upon onr city governments 
burdens of administration which they 
were never designed to bear. 

They find the solution of the prob- 
lem rather in cordial co-operation be- 
tween the corporations and the public, 
a recognition on the part of corpora 
tions that their prime business is to 
serve the public well and recognition 
on the part of the people that their re- 
lations with such corporations must no 
longer be left In the bands of cheap 
politicians, but must be intrusted to 
men of honor, strength and breadth, 
who shall see to it that the rights of 
the people and of the capital Invested 
shall alike be conserved. 

If our citizens ns a whole have a 
similar faith In American institutions 
they will patiently co-operate with the 
men within and without the corpora 
tions who are manfully trying to cure 
the evils, and they will view with dis- 
favor the patent cure-alls that are be- 
ing prescribed by |K>IItIcal quacks.

their thorough investigation of the sub- 1 
Ject must 1* considered as settled be- j 
yond ordinary question. It may not be 
amiss, therefore, to point out some of 
the more Important of these conclu- 
sions with their bearings on the sub- 
ject as ordinarily presented. 

The American press, dally, weekly 
and monthly, has been filled with ac- 
counts of the successful operation of 
public utilities in Oreat Britain, and 
the writers have deduced therefrom 
tUe conclusion that similar results are 
readily obtainable in this country. This 
conclusion Is entirely ruled out by the 
commission's report, which, while not 
committing Itself on the question of j 
the success or failure of British opera- 
tion, asserts that the conditions of mu- 
nicipal government in the two coun- 
tries are so different that It is not safe 
to assume that any success which may I 
have been attained in England would 
be likely to follow In the United States. 

Going further along the same line, 
the report indicates that the conditions, 
both physical and political, difTer so 
widely In our own cities that comparl- 
! sons between them are likely to lead 
i investigators astray unless all points 
i of difference are given their full value. 
! Heretofore the simple argument has 
been: "Smlthtown has made a success 
1 of its municipal plant. Why should 
! not Jonesvllle?" This naive form of 
1 reasoning has won for municipal owu- j 
ershlp the unthinking support of thou- J 
sands whose mental training has not 
accustomed them to look beneath the 
surface. The report would l»e well 
, worth while If It succeeded In con- 
vincing any considerable part of such 
people that the subject Is far more 
complex than they hnd supposed. 

Again, we are assured by the com- 
mission that prerequisites of success- 
ful municipal operation are an abso- 
lute divorce of politics from the man- 
agement of the plants and the adoption 
of thoroughgoing business methods, a 
millennial condition of which there is 
no Immediate prospect for most of our 
cities. 

It has Indeed been held that munici- 
pal reform would result Immediately 
from an Increase of municipal respon- 
sibility. The commission is unanimous 
In stating its belief that such a result 
is not to be boned for, and Its conclu- 
sion Is borne out by the fact that at 
present the chnraeter of the officials of 
our various cities bears no apparent 
relation to the magnitude of municipal 
undertakings, except perhaps that as a 
general rule It may be said that the 
larger the field of operations the stron- 
ger Is the grip of the boss and the 
greater the amount of graft. The com- 
mission sets aside this particular po- 
litical theory with the statement. "We 
are unable to recommend municipal 
ownership ns n political panacea." In 
other words. It concurs In the teach- 
' ln?s of the parable of the talents that 
unfaithfulness In a few things doesn't 
indicate a likelihood of faithfulness In 
more Important things. 

Taken as a whole, the message of the 
commission to our cities is: "Go slow- 
ly. Don't l>e swept off your feet by 
deniagoKues or visionaries, for the 
risks are too serious to be lightly un- 
dertaken without full Investigation."

The subjects taken up are soils- 
manures, fertilizers, and crops ; the breeds 
and breeding of daily stock: the feeding 
ol dairy animals ; stable construction and 
sanitation : prevention and treatment of 
the common diseases of stock : dairy pro 
ducts, their general characteristics and 
the laws ot mnk production ; Pasteuriza- 
tion : elementary botany and entomology, 
and general horticulture.

Tom Porter said he should like to s,>e 
the man In England who would dare 
give him a blow, With thai Sir Henry 
Bellasis struck him a box on the ear. 
The inevitable duel followed, wherein 
each was wounded, Sir Henry proved ' 
to be seriously hurt, so he called Por- ' 
ter. kissed and bade him tly. i 

"For." said he. "Tom. thou hast hurt j 
me, but I will make shift to stand upou 
tny legs till thou mayest withdraw, for 
I would not have thee troubled for 
what thou bast done." 

Porter profited by his friend's gener- ' 
oslty and escaped to France. Sir Henry 
died n few day* later, and Pepys con- 
cludes. "It is pretty to see how the 
world do talk of them as a couple of 
fools that killed one another out of 
love." _^

Great numbers of fine old violins and 
violoncellos that come Into lhe high 
class market 'if I.o;h1oii are procured 
fhrontch the me Hum of advertisements 
lnserte.1 in obscure country papers 
nud especially those of ancient cathe- 
dral cities, 

Of course tfc*v of the addles thus ob- 
tained are veritable masterpieces* but 
a great many of them are tine exam- 
ples ..f early English and foreign mak- 
ers, and the* are often bought for ri 
dicillfiusly small prices by a group of 
exports, who have brought the bust 
Ijess In a lucrative system. .Many 11 
Struggling family of loug descent, In 
some out Of the way part of the coun- 
try, happens to see In the one couuty 
newspaper of the week that good 
prices are given for old fiddles, uud 
some long forgotten Instrument lu a 
lumber room or put away on a shelf 
suddenly comes to mind. 

Correspondence follows. The dealer 
sends a deposit lu order that some lid 
die spoken of may be sent to him and 
examined, and he usually replies that 
the Instrument sent is dilapidated and 
but so-so generally, but that he Is will- 
ing to give 30 shillings or i'2 for it. lu 
a great many cases the offer Is ac- 
cepted offhand, and In this way most 
of the finest fiddles extant of the sec 
ond class come Into the hands of deal- 
ers, only lately a cello that came 
from r. Shropshire farm nt the price 
of £2 sold the same day to a west 
end dealer for nearly £100. 

Cue of the most shrewd and respect 
ed of all these dealers was uutll a 
year or two ngo a humble member Of 
the orchestra of a London suburban 
theater. He began to advertise In re- 
mote papers to the greatest limits of 
his scanty wages and Is now one of 
the most extensive and prosperous 
dealers in the trade.— London Tit-Bits

That ancient, 
much abused thing called custom in 
this country has created for the law 
two separate and distinct limbs, which 
may be compared In a measure to the 
life of the bee. One is lhe drone and 
the Other the queen. The drone is the 
Solicitor, who sits In an office working 
up a case, consulting clients, drawing 
gills, controlling estate transactions and 
controlling the Incomes of people who 
are unfortunate enough to he saddled 
under the trust deeds. The solicitor, 
who has his own tradition to work out, 
does not ever get to himself any glory 
whatever. Except In police and coun- 
ty court cases, he Is persona uon grata, 
or. in the words of the judges, "Be Is 
not seen." If he has a case on hand, 
he Is obliged to take it to a barrister, 
who. though he may never have heard 
of the matter lu dispute before, dons 
his wig and gown, proceeds Into court 
and argues till all is black and blue, 
as if be knew all about it. for which be 
draws a most prodigious fee, unite big 
em ugh t-> enable him to appear nicely 
mounted In the row every niomiug. 
If he spoils the case, there is no chance 
for redress, because the barrister is 
merely a gentleman whom Action po- 
litely assumes to be a friend in need.

hearing on the case Is that the super 
vision of the engineers and experts in 
Great Britain and the disbursements 
of all the funds across the water were 
Intrusted to l»r. Mllo U. Malthie, now 
a member of the New York public 
service commission and well known as 
a writer strongly favorable to munic- 
ipal ownership. 

"The truth Is that the Idea of inves 
tigatiug municipal ownership took 
form in the Civic federation as early 
as 1000, or long before Mr. Belmont 
became president of the federation. 

"About half the funds, or over $!«'.- 
000, was raised by scattered subscrlp 
tlous from persons all over the conn 
try In amounts ranging from $," up. 
ami the remainder of the fund was 
contributed by large Industrial inter 
ests or men connected with them. 

"All the money was spent under the 
supervision of a committee of the. on 
which there were two well known mu- 
nicipal ownership representatives and 
the chntrmau of which *>:^> Professoi 
Goodnow of Columbia university. 

"Chairman Ingalla of Hie cunnuittee 
on Investigation, who i> also chair 
man of the board of dlivi tors "f the 
Big Four railroad, is one ot the fairest 
and most honorable men In the CuUed 
States, and the Investigation fr...:i 
start to finish was conducted without 
a shadow of influence from the corpo- 
ration contributions which were made 
to the finance committee, 

"in fact, the committee oa investiga- 
tion did now know where the money 
came from nor who the contributors 
were, with a few trifling exceptions, 
uutil the investigation wits all finished 
and the report was lu type. 

"I wish to say further In all fairness 
that while I personally do not at all 
approve of many things In tbe history 
of Mr. Belmont's corporations there is 
uo question In my mind but that he 
and the Civic tederation have acted 
with perfect fairness toward this com- 
mission on public ownership. 

"The engineers and experts worked 
in pairs, one of each pair representing 
municipal ownership and the other 
representing private ownership. This 
nearly doubled the cost, but resulted 
In securing a body of facts, signed 
by experts of the highest character 
and representing both sides of the 
question. This gives the report a very 
uui-pie character and confers on the 
statements of facts so agreed upon a 
degree of authority far beyond that 
which attaches to any previous Inves 
ligation."

"1 value this 
sword more than all the treasures "f 
Prussia." It na< deposited at the In 
ratldea on May IT. ISOT, with mi.r.ary 
pomp aud ceremony, to the ImmeUssi 
gratification of the people of Parti. 

But Tture came the I. lack day of 
ISU. and with the allies on the point 
of entering the French capital the gov 
ernor ..-f the Invalldes, Marshal Ser- 
rurier. received orders t" tuUe step* 
for 'lie preservation of the precious 
trophies there collected. esi«clally the 
sword of Frederick the Great Inter 
pretlng tl-.is lustrtiction In a pecullai 
fashion, the governor took effective 
measures f-.r prefeDtlng them from 
failing Into the hands of the enemy by 
making u bonfire of them, and It was 
said thai he threw Frederick's sword 
Into th<- flames. 

Tli'.s statement WB> confirmed as lat, 
as 1S57 by an eyewitness. Thus pel 
Isheil. as was attested i:i 1830. when 
iifll' i i! Inijulry was made Into the 
matter, between 1.300 and l.tWo war 
flags a lid other memorial* of victory. 
The ashes and remains were thrown 
In! • the Seine at the mouth of a sewer. 

The sword could n it. of course, have 
been destroyed lu the conflngratlon. 
bat It was never seen again, It nan- 
pen. -1 t! at In ISlo an engineer, having 
ascertained the precis*, spot where the 

debris from the tire had 1 ti put Into 

•he river, made a search and recovered 
from the Imttntn a considerable num- 
ber of bronze and copper articles which 
were returned to the Invalldes, But 
•he sword of Frederick was not found 
One would like to think that it was 
not the fate of this historic weapon to 
rust away In foul mud. hut that It had 
undergone the noble transformation of 
bell turned Into some Implement of 
peaceful Industry. Of this, however, 
there Is no evidence.- London News

If we were to criticise the buiding of a 
ship and its process we should not look 
simply at the completed vessel and make 
guess work at its tonage and passenger 
accommodations, we should investigate 
(rem the foundation up to its completion, 
especially if interested in ship buildicg as 
a profession. 

In criticising Christian Science, wou'd 
it not seem best that we should go t < 
their boiks and various publications, find 
out fro'n the fountain head what the idea 
is in which they manifest so much enthu 
slasm rather than to make a guess at what 
we think it is, and perhaps think mis- 
takenly. 

In the last lecture the speaker said 
• lesus, the founder of Christian religion, 
taught and illustrated in his work, an 
exact and unfading knowledge of God." 
Surely this is a common foundation of all 
religious teaching. 

In one of the sermons printed I fine, 
" Christian Science says of physicians 
and nurses who are trying to exterminate 
dipthena and scarlet tevt-r, that their 
labor is a delusion"-- neaning it is useless. 

Now is this what they say ! 

If so why are there so many physicians 
and nurses trying through Chrisiiai, 
Science methods to give relief to those 
who are suffering piin and sickness; 
sometimes th y fail sometimes succeed. 
ju*t as thev do by other methods, but at 
least t iev make the aitrmpt. The only 
point I make is this, is it fair to criticize, 
.f we do not investigate? 

They are willing, gl id to have us do so 
they establish for this purpose a reading 
room open every afternoon in the little 
chaptl on Pleasant street. You are al- 
ways cordiallv received in the same place 
on Wednesday evening at their mid 
week service. 

They are crtainly a very happy peo- 
ple and happiness is the first law of good 
health. Derhaps their other laws mav be 
found just as evident and simple, if we 
look for them.

THE RESERVOIRS. 

The reservoirs are meadows, dammed 
and Sowed bv direct water shed. 1 hey 
are stagnant pools with no stream running 
through them to enliven them or carry off 
impurities. Consequently the debris 
settles 10 the bottom. 

A large part of the watershed is wood- 
land, covered with from four to twelve 
inches of decaying leaves in which are 
myriads of insects coming into life and 
dying, with the changing seasons.

Hon. John M- 
Woods, of Somerville, has formerly an- 
nounced his candidacy, and among others 
named in the daily papers appears the 
nameofHon. James A. Bailey. Jr. of 
Arlington. We could give either our

WOODS AGAINST McCALL. 
It is undoubtedly true that there are 
Republicans who would like to see a 
change of Representative in the Eighth 
Congressional District ; who would hail 
with delight the retirement of Hon.

pcrsisieht office-seeker : hut his party 
failing to recognize his meni*. he de- 
serted it lor ihe Kepublican camp, Where 
he forthwith assumed the role of a leader. 
He has served in the Legislature, btr 
failed signally of an election for delegate 
to the Republican National convention 
in 1904. 

Kveiybody concedes that Mr. McCall 
is one of the very ablest men in Congress.

Many Cities of Europe. 

France is the premier snail prodae- 
•: nation, although Austria. Bavaria 
id Swttzerlaod nave thousands Of 

farms, where the famous tssMW* 
. are raised and fattened on vine 
a-cs t"te demand for snails [H 
Krauee is far too great for the supply 
to be left to chance, and thus it eomes 
about that snail farming is an Impor- 
aat industry. Paris alone consumes 
millions between September and May. 
when these little creatures are at their 

best. 

In great cities of Europe are store* 
devoted entirely to them, each orna- 
mented by an immense gilt snail over 
the door as a sign Huge tubs of 
snails in the rough are displayed, and 
there are besides dishes of carefully 
prepared mollusks all ready for eating. 
These have l>een cooked, extracted 
from their shells and mluced The 
meat Is then mixed with butter, chop- 
ped parsley and herbs, and the shells, 
trimmed and made attractive, are re- 
filled with this prepared paste. 

The most popular snails today come 
from Dijon and Macon. In Burgundy, 
where they are fed on vine leaves, and 
the parks, as the local snail farms are 
called, open their gates In the mouth 
of August, when the little creatures 
bestir themselves actively. — Chicago 
News.

AN ANCIENT BIBLE. 

Valuable Manuscript Treasured In 

the Cottonian Library. 

In the Cottonian library In England 
is an old manuscript copy of a part of 
the Bible in Latin. This was used at 
the coronation of English sovereigns 
300 years before the "stone of des- 
tiny" was brought from Scone to West- 
minster by Edward I. In other words, 
the use of this Bible for the purpose 
In question dated back to the year 
lOOt). 

The Bible Is a quarto of 21" leaves, 
containing the four gospels, and seems 
from the style of the writing and Il- 
luminations, which are very beauti- 
ful, to have lieeu made about the end 
of the ninth century. 

The Testament escaped destruction 
In the fire at Ashburnham House la 
1731. of which It bears evidence on Its 
crumpled leaves anil ruined margins 
There Is some evidence that the son 
of Edward the Elder. Athelstnn the 
Glorious, who was king of the west 
Saxons from 023 to 040, owned this 
Bible mid presented It to the church 
of Dover.— Philadelphia Record.

The remedy lies in restoring the equi- 
librium between animal and vegetable life 
by allowing rishing, under proper regula 
tions. catching out the larger carnivorous 
fish and introducing shiners or carp, both 
vegetable feeders. 

Were it possible, it would not be 
desirable to remove all the carnivorous 
fish, as enough should be left to maintain 
a balance between the animal and vege- 
table feeaers. 

Those who understand the management 
of aquariums, know how easy it is to 
establish an equilibrium between animal 
life and vegetable life and keep the water 
pure. The reservoirs are only Urge 
aquariums and the same intelligent 
mnagcmeni will produce similar results. 
There is nothing complex in it. the lack 
of harmony is due to artificial conditions- 
Aslongas the laws of Nature are ad- 
hered to, the results are certain, nor is it 
needful to go to a scientific fadist to find 
a remedy. 

So long as vegetable growth ti crrirahs 
'he unhealthy conditions will continue 
to inert ase as years go by and the bottom 
will slow y fill with the accumulating 
debris. 

Owing, in part, to the prevailing winds, 
the mud in the upper end of the north 
reservoir has deepened several inches 
since it was tirst opened. 

The people of Winchester are, as a 
rule, law abiding. Whatever dis- 
demeanors or crimes are committed here 
are due. mostly, to outside parties. 

When in 1905. the Water Board stated 
their decision that there should be no 
more fishing in the reservoirs, thereby

A KIT OF H1STOKV NOT TO BE FOR-

i When the north reservoir dam was 
; completed. Mr. Dwinell and Mr. Herrick. 
then Water Commissioners, informed me 
that they wished to stock the reservoir 
with black bass for economic purposes 
as well as for healthy sport, under proper 
regulations. To this end they requested 
me to assist them. From a man in Ware- 
ham, I procjred about thirty bass which 
were turned into the pond. 

They also desired to try the experiment 
of stocking the south reservoir when 
finished, with land locked salmon 
Through the proposed location, was a 
stream of water which never went entire 
ly dry. It was full of mud pickerel, 
little fish that seldom grew more than 
s'x inches long, which it was necessary 
to get rid of and for that purpose the 
stream was ditched from the upper part 
of Turkey swamp to below the proposed 
dam, and several barrels of quick lime 
were turned into it. 

When the right time arrived I procured 
twenty thousand landlocked salmon 
eg^s and hatched them. But before the.- 
were ready to be plar.ted, some lawless 
person had cut holes in the ice and 
turned in perch and pickerel, rendering 
our experiment useless. 

The citizens of Winchester own tie 
reservoirs. They not only paid for the r 
construction, but also lor the stocking, 
wit 1 the understanding that a reasnnab e 
amount ot fishing would be permitted. 

One Sunday afternoon, in the Spring 
of 1894. I made a tour of inspection 
around the reservoirs and found fifteen 
or twenty carriages standing in the woods 
and about thirty persons rishing ther •. 
N >ne of them Winchester people. 

On the following evening 1 appeared 
before the Water Hoard and stated the 
facts. At first there was some doubt as 
to what was best to be done, but when 
1 propose! to draw up regulations aid 
issue permits to the citizens of Winches- 
ter, free Ot charge if they would sign ard 
print them, the suggtstion was unani- 
mously adopted. The report of the 
Water Board, 1894, page 213. confirms 
the above statement and is in strange 
contrast t.) the statement in the Report of 
•90S 

For eleven years I issued these permits; 
averaging from six to seven hundred per 
season. 1 was interested in the experi- 
ment and at no ii.ne did 1 find that those 
holding permits were guilty of anything 
tending to create a nuisance. 

Circumstances rendered it neccs-ary for 
me to decline to issue them, and the 
Water board, instead ol appointing some 
one in my place, suddenly and without 
warning, went Into the air. turned sum- 
mersault and came down facing .11 .111

The animus of the Board was shown 
last Spring when a petition from inriu- 



time honor, d policy which every number 
of the Hoard from the beginning, had 
approved. 

This singular condition reached its 
climax in the statement in their report lor 
1905, which we will give verbatim ;— 
"Acting under the Town's chartered 
right to maintain a supply of pure water, 
we have decided to prohibit fishing and 
skating at the reservoirs and any access 
to them." 

That is, "acting under the town's 
chartened rights " the people of Winches 
t;r are forbidden to approach the reser 
voirs. Is there anything in the history of | 
the town's affairs that equals this auto- 
cratic assumption ol authority ? 

The second paragraph is in explanation 
as follows :— "• The reason for this acttun 
is th it the people who go to the water 
and onto the ice, do not have the fact 
in mind, th it th; wat;r in the reservoirs 
is for domestic use." 

" Every man who has served on the 
Winchester Water Board has considered 
the propriety of this action." 

Iu view of ihe evidence heretofore 
given, what becomes of these statements? 
1 he reader can form his own conclusions 

It is further stated that a complaint of 
contanvnaiion, lodged with the Hoard of 
Health, was followed by a request from 
that Hoard to ihr Water Boua, "to take 
action." This, following their preceding 
statements, leads the reader to connect 
the contamination with- people hshing 
there. 

A careful investigation shows that, 
during the many years that fis'iing was 
permitted, not a complaint was made to 
the Board of H^a th, of any fouling ot 
the water by the fi.^i ermen. 

During the eleven years that I issued 
permits. I cartful ly studied the results 
and can testify that fishing, under prope 
regulations, did not endanger the purity 
ot the water. On the other hand, if we

The mayor of Fulda. Minn., writes 
with regard 10 the electric light plant 
in that city:

A VALUABLE RELIC. 



Col. N A. Rich*rd*on has a mo«t in 
teresting relic am m; h«8 many < ur o 
and in a 1 probably iu counterpart can- 
not be duplicated in thin State. It is a 
•ilk badue worn at the time of the New- 
England Convention at CoTord. Mass. 
Sept 10, 1840. and i s own r Zichanah 
Symmes Was a delegate to that cele- 
brated Whig Convention- when "Tippe 
canoe and Tyler to ." was the slogan. 
Ob top of the badge is the word Woburn. 
Mr. Symmes representing that town 
which then included Winchester. Un- 
derneath this is a spreal eagle over 
which is the motto 'One fire more,' 
and from the eagles beak rl >at« the well 
known pennant on which is inscribed 
'•Harrison and Tyler." This is followed 
bv a picture of bunker Hill Monument 
and finally the famous log cabin. The 
ribbon, which is enclosed in a glass 
covered frame, looks fresh and bright 
despite the fact that it is|over 67 years of 
age. 

This m?mento was given to Mr. Rich 
ardson by the late Mrs. Nancy Howe, a 
short time before her death, she being a 
daughter of Zachariah Symmes. A so she 
gave him a lot of valuable old papers that 
he highly pritea. Mrs. Howe it wiM be 
remembered gave to Winchester the land 
on which the high school stands. Mr. 
Richardson has also a large collection of 
old docu ments the accumulation of years, 
concerning to the early history of Woburn 
and its settlers especially relating to that 
part of Woburn now included in the 
town of Winchester. These documents 
will eventually find their way to the 
historical society or else be placed in 
the hands of persons who will carefully 
preserve them. 

While weak from bodily infirmities, 
due to advancing years, Mr. Richard- 
son's mind and intellect are as clear and 
alert as they ever were, and h s only re- 
gret at the present time is that he is not 
able to put his thought* into writing— he 
has so much to write about, he says.

At 
its conclusion the party ol about 100 were 
taken by automobiles in the L Street 
Station of the Edison Company and spent 
about an h >ur ar d a h i't, in a rapid \ i> w 
of this immense plant, which is about 10 
be doub'ed to meet the incrra>ing calls 
from its patrons. The writer was pie-tent 
at the Old Cutler Mill on Main s-reet in 
Winchester, when the Winchester Elec 
tr-c Light Co. started its first dynamo to 
supply our town with electricity. This 
company was shortly merged with the 
Woburn Company and what seemed a 
magnificent plant was then insta led 
near Horn Fond in Wobarn and this 
still supplies Woburn. Winchester and 
Stoneham with electricity, though now 
run by the Edison Company. The Wo- 
burn plant and the L Street plant are 
hardly t« be classed together and from 
that first small dynamo to the great tur- 
bine dynamos at L Street is an Immense 
stride, in about 15 years time. A more 
complete statement of the immense power 
generated will be made at the conclusion 
of this article. 

The party returned to the Boylston 
street office about 2 o'clock and were 
regaled with a lunch cooked by electricity, 
according to the following menu :

Another hour was | Uasantly passed in 
inspection ot the 10 st >ry office buildirg 
of the Edison Co. 1 mining back along 
Head Place. The exhibition room on 
the first story w»s especially interesting, 
where are displayed the various devices 
contrived f r utilizing electricity for light- 
ing, heating, cooking and decorating 
Days might be spent to advantage and 
interestingly employed in simply looking 
at the plant in all its pars. In a few 
hours only a passing glimpse can be had. 

When the Massachusetts Press Asso- 
ciation last visited the L Street Station of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany in 1)04. they found a capacity there 
Today there is in- 
stalled or bting completed generating 
machinery with a capacity of 47.0CO kilo 
watts be mg over three times the capacity 
found in the L Street Station in 1904. 

When these improvements are com- 
pleted the total generating capacity ot 
the Edison Electric Company will be 
73,150 kilowatts. These figures it is hard 
to comprehend merely as figures unless 
some comparison be nude to show w hat 
they represent. This capacity is sufficient 
to put a circle ot 16 candle power 
around the equator at ito foot intervals, 
and then there would be enough power 
left to light a street from boston to San 
Francisco. There are two million lamps 
connected to the system which is again a 
figure hardly understandable. 

With the improvements now underway 
the power from the stations of the Edison 
Company would furnish sufficient energy 
to light arc lamps placed 300 feet apart 
on a boulevard around the entire coast 
line of the United States; then beginning 
at the eastern roast boundary of Canada 
and the I'nited States another lire of arc 
lamps 300 feet apart could stretch clear 
to the I'acific Ocean, and there would 
still be sufficient remaining power to light 
the boundary line between Mexico and 
the United States from the Gulf of 
the I'acific Ocean with arc

" I believe." he said. that few 
j realize how unprofitable the street 
railway business is outside of the 
large cities, and especially in this 
community.

I believe, is the greatly increased 
cost of material and labor and the 
increasing demands of the public 
for free transportation and longer 
rides for 5 tvnt fare.

From Mrs. Stevens annual address 
before the National W. C. T. U. con- 
vention at Nashville, Tenn., we quote the 
following in regard to Maine, and Mrs. 
Stevens does not speak in haphazard 
ways, she is familiar with conditions in all j 
of the states in the L'nion. it is a part of I 
her business to know the existing con- j 
ditions and she is a thorough and re- 
liable servant ot the organization she ; 
serves as president. 

" Maine still remains the most con- 
spicuous target for the liquor men and 
their sympathizers; but Maine s pro- 
hibition record grows more and more 
bright with the shining luster which a 
long time successful conflict with the 
iquor power must give and the tremen- 
dous enmity ot the liquor trade s teadily 
increases as other localities and states 
follow Maine's lead. 

Today the State of Maine is one of the 
most prosperous in the L'nion. Prior to 
the enactment of the prohibitory law in 
1S51 it was one of the pojrest states- 
poverty, degradation and crime abounded 
After the enactment ot the prohibitory 
law, conditions immediately began to im. 
prove. In 1884 thirty years later, the law 
was placed in the constitution of thestate 
by a vote of three to one. 

The population in Maine has steadily 
though not rapidly increased. The in- 
crease in old slates is not as rapid as in 
th< newer ones. Prohibition Census has 
gained in the last twenty-five years fifty 
per cent in population: prohibition in No. 
Dakota during the last ten years has 
gained twenty-five per cent, while Ne- 
braska, its high license neighbor, has in- 
creased less than one per cent. Maine 
has more school teachers to every ten 
thousand of her people and more teachers 
in proportion to me school population 
than in any other of the forty-five states. 

The prohibitory law of Maine is as well 
enforced as are other criminal laws. No 
building in Maine bears a sign of liquor 
selling : with one exception no paper in 
Maine advertise* the sale of alcoholic 
liquor and the paper is always in litiga- 
tion." 

" It is claimed that the prohih ting law 
creates hypocrisy. Th>s mav he said of 
all laws. The murderer and the robber 
and incendiary are not very open and 
frank in the'r ways. There is more 
hypocritical illegal st ling in licen'.e states 
nan in Maine ; for every joint or blind 
tiger under pre hibition in Maine, there 
are sixteen blind tigers in licensed New 
York plus twenty-seven thousand state 
iiceoscd saloons.''

" I'eople will say," remarked the 
speaker, " that you can't trust the reore- 
sentative as you once enjld. I answer 
this by saying that representatives rep- 
resent. My experience is that the 'ep 
resentatives are a perfect type of the peo- 
ple who cho>se them; they are repre- 
sentatives ot their constituents and ol as 
high purpose and honest endeavor as the 
people who tlrtt them. If the representa- 
tive is not ot the right kind, it is bec.iu.e 
there is something wrong with the con- 
stituency." 

Mr. Cole then spoke of some of the 
commissions that had been established 
in Massachusetts. the first the board ol 
education, in 1833. which has given the 
stale the best educational s>steni :n the 
country. .\ c xt he mentioned the railroad 
commission established in 1869, which, he 
said, "has had three of the most clis- 
tinuu-shed administrators of the railroad 
law that the nation has ever known. In 
40 years there hadn't been a suggestion 
made by the railroad board which has 
not been accepted by the railroads, which 
shows the wonderful confidence that the 
people and the railroads have had in the 
commission." 

He then instanced the gas commission 
and the various Metropolitan commis- 
sions. " In all these commissions." he 
added, "the policy has been not to at- 
tempt to control, but by suggestions to 
lead. Of late, there has come a desire to 
make these boards not merely boards to 
recommend, but boards with authority to 
compel. This is one of the most import- 
ant studies in civic life before the people 
at the present time. I think if we are 
going to create officials they should be 
given power. Several years ago I raised 
a storm ol feeling when I said that the 
manner in which the various public 
institutions of the state were managed, 
while it was not corrupt or dishonest, 
was unbusinesslike and wasteful."' 

Some veto power by the expert com- 
missions, he said, was needed over legis- 
lation in Massachusetts, and he instanced 
the 30 or 40 river and harbor measures 
that come up every year, many of which 
are log-rolled through the legislature. 

" The time has come when the reckless 
and extravagant expenditures of public 
money in Massachusetts must stop. We 
must have more economy and more expert 
knowledge Give these boards the 
power, not merely to recommend, but to 
sav ' do this ' and 'don't do that ' We 
may not be willing to do it, but we 
should g ; ve some commission the fight to 
veto certain kinds of legislation " 

Regarding th- improvement of city 
governments Mr, Col • said that one of the 
things that the state must insist upon is a 
sysiem of uniform accounting, in order 
that the d rt< rem municipalities, by mak- 
ing comparisons, can tell wherein they 
are economical or extravagant and where 
the saving in expenditure can be made.

The Parliament of Iceland is now 
in session, and nearly 12,000 women 
— a majority of all the adult women 
of Ireland— have sent in a petition 
for parliamentary suffrage. They 
already have the municipal vote. 

This is the first time in his- 
tory that a majority of the women 
or of the men in any country have 
ever petitioned for anything. The 
oftendteard remark. " Whenever 
the majority of women ask for the 
ballot, they will get it." is always 
to be understood as a polite way of 
saying that the speaker does not 
want to give it to them. But in 
Iceland a majority of the women 
have now actually asked for it. 

The Icelanders are an intelligent 
and independent people. This was 
shown when the King of Demark 
lately made a gorgeous procession 
through the island. The peasants 
watched it from their doors, but 
would not leave their own ground 
to come down to the roadside for a 
closer view. When the royal guests , 
arrived at the Thiugvold. the meet- 
ing place of the Althing and the 
ancient centre of the island's politi- 
cal life, he was met by hundreds of 
Idandic chieftains, some of them 
dating their ancestry back to Odin 
and the prehistoric kings of Nor- 
way and Sweden. They were all 
011 horseback, sitting up as straight 
as carved figures* and this is part of 
the speech to which the King 
listened : -This is the ancient 
-uetcd meeting place of our fore- 
father. So mighty and noble 
• i> that only God and fire and 
no other power wrought, such a 
masterpiece. The flour of the hall 
i- formed by streams of hardened 
lnviir snow-capped mountain peaks 
t >iiu its columns ; its .•tilingjis the 
blue dome of the sky, High it is 
and lofty, and the air in it i«. whole* 
some. Here Icelandic mountain 
winds breathe on every cheek, and 
here tic- Icelanders have learned 
again and again to keep their backs 
straight. Here the law* were 
made anil, approved which made 
our forefathers free and far-famed. 
Here grew tin- life-flowers of the 
lei landic people."

HOSPITAL TO CLOSt. 



The end of this week will witness the 
closing of an institution which has been 
directly serving the needs of the com 
munity for over two years— the small 
private hospital opened in September. 
1905. by Miss Mary McLeod and Miss 
Lillian Fraser. The formei had been 
well known as a nurse here for twelve 
yeus, and her name in itself guarai teed 
a high standard of efficiency and faith- 
fulness; the latter, had but lately come 
among us. but her fine surgicil training 
and unusual executive ability made the 
combination a strong one 

Since September, 19)6. M ss Fraser 
has tarried the hospital on alone. Miss 
McLeod having gone to California to 

live. 

The community in genera' has been 
only vaguely aware th it we have had in 
our midst a hospital fitted for meeting 
any emergency that mi^ht arise— no one 
has written it up lor the papers, and. 
owing to the fact that Winchester is near 
other larger and better known hospitals, 
many persons have not realized that it 
was possible to remain near at hand and 
have just as good hospital conditions, 
just as good medical and surgical care as 
can be obtained elsewhere.-— but such is 
the case. Indeed, in one particular 
ail patients in this little hospital have 
bten particularly fortunate,— in that they 
have had the services ol a tompetent. 
admirably trained and devoted nurse all 
the time. In larger institutions pupil 
nurses take much of the care. 

The community loses a most valuable 
resource in the closing of the hospital. 
It has taken in a number of patients of 
the Visiting Nurse Association, and has 
responded to every demand made upon 
it. It has been open to all the physicians 
of the town. Irom the very first, and all 
those who have availed themselves of it 
can testify to its thorough and efficient 
service. 

The following list of cases speaks for 
itself: Major operations 11. minor opera- 
tions 27, confinements 1:, emergency 
operations 8, adnoids and tonsils removed 
14. medical cases 16 

Some of the best known surgeons in 
Boston and the neighlwring towns have 
operated there, the list of them would be 
a significant one. 

We have had a small but a first class 
institution in our town. It has been run 
in an intelligent, economical, ami gener- 
our way. It has demonstrated the need 
of a hospital among us.

In siew of what was sai<^. in a recent 
issue, about the qualm of the Winchester 
watct. it may be proper to state that 
waters from reservoirs, such as >upply 
our 10* n, are at times sure to have tastes 
and odors. These conditions frequently 
occur even In reservoirs hold ng supplies 
lor the Metropolitan District. At large 
expense effort has been made to avoid 
these unpleasant conditions, nevertheless 
at different periods during the past year 
the waters of the Sudbury reservoir, of 
Lake Cochituate. and of Spot Pond have 
had an objectionable otdor. caused by the 
great number of microscopic organisms 
which developed therein. 

In speaking of the quality of its water 
supply, the Metropolitan Water and 
Sewerage Hoard savs. " The organisms 
which prevail more or less in the differ- 
ent reservoirs and sometimes give the 
water a noticeable taste or co'or, are in 
no respect injurious to the public health." 

Allen Hazen, Member of the American 
Water Works Association. The New 
England Water Works Association, the 
American Public Health Association, 
etc., etc., stands in the front rank of his 
profession, and is a recognited authority 
in matters of water supply. In a recent 
publication speaking of reservoir waters 
he says : " Most reservoir waters are 
colored yellow to a greater or less extent 
by peaty maiter. This coloring matter is 
extracted from dead le?ves,Mrom soil, from 
peat, etc. It seems to be the same 
material as the coloring matter of tea, 
and it is certainly harmless." 

The State Board of Health has over- 
sight of the municipal water supplies 
throughout the Commonwealth, and 
every month makes anilysi* of water 
from each of our three reservoirs. These 
analyses do not show that the water has 
deteriorated since fi thing was prohibited. 
No intimation has come from the State 
Hoard that the water is detrimental to 
health.

CHANGE IN WILM INGTON, 0. 

Municipal Lighting Plant Abandoned 
After Ten Disastrous Years. 

A responsible citizen of Wilmington 
sends the following Information: 

"In the year 1S!>2 the village of Wil- 
mington built an electric light plant at 
the cost of some $40.<«i0 The inutile 
lpallty from year to year made clian- 
ges and additions and had accidents 
from bad management until In the 
year 1902 It decided to sell the plfnt. 
It hjivlng cost mi an average over $10.- 
000 per j ear to operate same, frequent- 
ly being entirely without light for from 
one week to three months at a tifne. \ 
The service was very Inferior, and cur- 
rent was furnished customers from 4 
to 5 o'clock in the evening until mid- 
night. The number of street lamps 1 
varied from 8n to 100. 

"The plant was sold, together with 
the franchise for light ami water, for 
the sum of $12,000, the plant being 
worth its Junk about $7,000. the other 
$3,000 being for the rights and privi- 
leges under the franchise. The com- 
pany that bought It constructed n new 
plant and furnishes an all night serv- 
ice." 

At present the total cost to the vil- 
lage for the lighting of the streets (123 
arcs), city hall and other public build- 
ings, together with fire protection froni 
eighty-one hydrants nud water for the 
public buildings, is less than the cost 
of operating the electric light plant for 
an average of ninety arcs under the 
municipal regime, without any allow- 
ance for lost taxes nud depreciation, 
the Intter Item alone amounting to 
$3,300 a year.

A. 8. Hall Suggests that Damage Dia- 
lled by Arbitration. 



This Appears Favorable to Interested Cousel 



The Grade Crossing Commissioner* 
gave a heuing in the small Town Hall 
last Saturday forenoon, in the presence ot 
about fifty citizens. The last hearing was 
held in the late spring and since then 
several dates have been set for hear- 
ings, but because of the inability of the 
Commissioners to be present, postpone- 
ment was had from time to time. Why 
this last hearing was held in Winchester 
is difficult to conjecture, as the pro- 
ceedings were carried on almost en- 
tirely among the counsel for the differ 
ent interests involved. The Boston 
& Maine Railroad was represented by 
Mr. Coolidge, the Boston St Northern by 
Mr. Burdette and also the State had a 
representative present to look after its 
interests. 

The question of accomplishing some- 
thing tpward the end sought is now being 
brought to a focus although it will yet be 
a long time before the matter is definitely 
settled and work actually begun on elimi- 
nating the crossing. The interested 
parties nave no objection to granting the 
desires of Winchester, their only interest 
at the present time appearing to be as to 
what the land damages will amount to. 
While some headway has been made on 
this question of damages since the last 
meeting of the Commisson, jet the infor- 
mation is not vet as definite as the Com- 
mission desires. If property owners are 
not inclined to meet this matter on a fair 
and equitable basis, then there is a rea- 
sonable doubt as to whether the scheme 
of raising the centre of the town and 
bridging the railroad tracks will be agreed 
to by the Commission or the Boston & 
Maine or the Boston & Northern. 

The question of land damages was 
treated by itself at the hearing, and so, 
too, was the matter of cost of bridge 
and its approaches, which includes re- 
taining wall, along highways, leaving 
abutting propertv the same as it is at 
present. Of course no one supposes that 



foot bridge as absolutely necessary and 
he replied that he did not. Mr. Coolidge 
said that the additional expense of a 125 
foot bridge over that of 100 foot would be 
about £53,000, and by conforming to this 
latter width the expense would be about 
ft 10,000, plus what the people of the town 
would insist on being paid foi land dam- 
ages. Mr. Guild was questioned at 
length regarding his estimates. 

Mr. Geo. Adams Woods, as agent for 
the Board of Selectmen, was then called 
upon to state what the probable land 
damages would amount to. Mr. Woods 
said that he had practically seen and 
talked with the owner of every piece of 
propertv likely to be affected by the 
change of grade— some 30 in all. He be- 
lieved these owners would be fair, but of 
course he could not get them all to agree 
on what they would do as regarding dam- 
ages. He estimated the land dam- 
ages at $208,981, buildings $199,200 or a 
total for both of $379,265. He considered 
the land in the business section assessed 
at its fair market value, while the resi 
dential sections of the town was not. Mr. 
Coolidge asked Mr. Woods if he thought 
after talking with the interested owners 
they would be reasonable, and he replied 
that he thought they would. In reply to 
Mr Coolidge, Mr. Woods and Mr. Guild 
stated when urged, that a four per cent, 
grade was all that was necessary and all 
that should he expected. The plans, it 
should he said lure, call for a six per 
cent, grade. 

Alfred S. Hall, Esq., on being called 
upon as a representative of several large 
business property owners, suggested that 
th- matter ot disputed damages be left 
to the Commissioners and four of the 
leading citizens to decide. He believed 
that the owners of property would agree 
to wha'ever this tribunal decided upon. 
As far .is hU clients were concerned he 
thought they would most likely agree to 
any decisi >n that might be made, and it

The public is protected in many ways 
by legally appointed inspectors who see 
to it that the purchaser of an article gets 
what he is supposed to buy. As a general 
proposition it is well to have inspectors of 
almost every cornraodiiy in general use to 
protect the public against fraud and adul- 
teration. In the article of coal which is 
univerally used by all people in this 
climate, the coal dealer receives and 
passes along whatever he receives from 
the wholesale dealer more or less adulter- 
ated with slate and other foreign sub- 
stances. There is no local inspector or

upon the coal and the purchaser has to 
take whatever he can get and pay for it 
ss coal when too much per cent, of it is 
not coal at all but simply rocks which 
costs the user much more than coal as it 
is very much heavier!per square inch.

This 
matter should be attended to as all, 
rich and poor, are cheated in a way they 
cannot help under present conditions- 
The politicians who pose as special guar- 
dians ot the rights of " the people " could 
take hold of nothing better than this ques- 
tion both to serve the public and their 
own advancement. What a good oppor- 
tunity for Winchester's popular represen- 
tative to call attention to something which 
should be righted regarding the proptr 
inspection of coai so that a ton should 
contain a fair amount of carbon and not 
an excessive amount of foreign matter 
sold as coal, for of course a ton of coal 
cannot all be pure carbon.

It is not very often that the taxpayers 
are exempted from paying interest on 
delinquent taxes, and yet this is to be 
the case regarding the assessments for 
moth work done on private property last 
winter.

The " Information " operator is one of 
the most important persons in a tele- 
phone exchange. Not only is she a 
compendium of all useful knowledge and 
a great convenience to all telephone 
Uteri, but she is indispensable to quick 
and efficient service. 

It was a means to quick and efficient 
service that •'Information" came into 
existence. Just as the telephone com- 
pany found itself obliged by the growth 
Of the system to require that subscribers 
■bould be called by number and not by- 
name, so it had to find a way of inform- 
ing the public readily as to the numbers 
of new '• stations" added to the lines day 
by day and as to changes in old numbers. 
The company always avoids changing 
numbers if it is possible for it to do so. 
Every change means a considerable re- 
arrangement of circuits in the central 
office plant and sometimes in the outside 
wiring ; besides, it complicates " Cen- 
tral's" work just so much until people 
become familiar with the new order of 
things.

"The examiners say that Auditor 
John I.ax looked after his |irivate af- 
fairs nud that Treasurer Autulller sign- 
ed lioth his owu mine uud that of the 
auditor to all vom bers 

"The police department kept no rec- 
ord of arrests, the Bre department DO 
record of Ores, and the sinking fund 
had no minutes. 

"Mayor .lames Sharp did the plumb- 
ing for the city. Councilman Price sold 
all the supplies, and Member of Board 
of Service Slleott furnished the coal to 
the light plant. 

"Councilman Emruett Keenan Is also 
city engineer, nud bis office kept no 
records of plats, nud nothing could be 
found out us to the cost of street in) 
proveineuts." 

The examiners also reported that the 
electric lights cost Nelsonville $83.1* 
a year. When asked for more detailed 
Information a citizen of high standing 
wrote:

Riflid Inapecticn of the Fowls Imported 
Into the City. 
The traffic In Reese nt Berlin amounts 
to nearly $2,000,000 a year. As the d<v 
mestic supply Is wholly Inadequate, a 
special goose train of from fifteen to 
forty cars arrives dally from the Itus 
Blnn frontier. Each car Is specially 
built and carries about 1.200 geese. 
There Is a rigid Inspection by sanitary 
officials Immediately upon the arrival 
of the train. 

Should It he found that a slnsle 
goose has died or been HI of a conta- 
gious disease In transit the entire car- 
load is quarantined for eight days. If 
during this period of quarantine an- 
other goose should die. the quarantine 
Is extended for eight days, nt a cost Of 
about $f>00 to the owners. The penalty 
attaching to the bringing In of diseased 
geese makes the owners extremely 
careful to Import only sound and 
healthy fowls. The geese which arc 
plump and ready for market are sold 
to dealers nt the close of the Inspec- 
tion. The rest, comprising the treat 
majority, go to feeding farms in the 
suburbs of the city to be fattened for 
market. 

There Is a special market near the 
grent market place nt which bracken— 
namely, geese Injured 11 route; but 
haviug DO disease are sold at n re- 
duced price. Twenty one dlTerent va 
rleties of the Russian goose are com- 
mercially recognized, and the whole- 
sale price varies from 'I to 00 cents a 
bird.— -Chicago Record- Hern Id. 



Flour Tenia. 

Since more bread is eaten In the 
course <>f a lifetime than any other one 
article of food. It behooves us to have 
it or the best possible quality. Even 
In this era of strict pure fool laws 
flour will be adulterated, so it Is up to 
us to be able to test its purity for our 1 
selves. The chief Ingredients that are , 
mixed In flour are whiting and alum, 
both of which can be discovered by 
simple tests. To discover alum in 1 
(lour it Is only necessary to remember 
that it coagulates with milk. S ink n 
piece of bread in water until It Is en- 
tlrely dissolved, then put It on to boll 1 
with an equal quantity of milk. If | 
there is any aMim lurking around great 
clots will Ik? formed. Even simpler is 
the test for whiting. Moisten the 
thumb and first finger with a little 
olive -oil and rub between them a good 
sized pinch of flour. If It turns brown, 
but does not get sticky. Its purity Is 
pretty certain Whiting's presence 
Will be shown by a sticky, pasty feel- 
ing and no discoloration.

Explosion by Music. 

One of the moat dangerous of nil ex- 
plosives is n black powder called Iodide 
of nitrogen. When It Is dry the slight 
est touch will oftcti cause It to explode 
with great violence. There appears to 
be a certain rate of vlbratlou which 
this compound cannot resist. Iu ex- 
periments to determine the cause of 
Its extreme exploslveness some damp 
Iodide of nitrogen was rubbed on the 
strings of a bass viol. It Is known 
that the strings of such on Instrument 
will vibrate when those of a similar 
Instrument having nn equal tension are 
played upon. In this case, after the 
explosive had become thoroughly dry 
upon the strings, another bass viol was 
brought near and the strings sounded. 
At a certain note the Iodide of nitro- 
gen on the prepared Instrument ex- 
ploded. It was found that the explo- 
sion occurred only when a rate of vi- 
bration of sixty a second was com- 
municated to the prepnred strlugs. Vi- 
bration of the (5 string caused an ex- 
plosion, while that of the E string had 
no effect-— Chicago Record-Herald.
